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It  will  be  noted  Erom  the  above  table  that  not  as 
many  days  of  school  were  lost  as  in  the  previous  year. 
However,  the  percent  of  attendance  was  low  and  shows 
a  distinct  drop  from  the  previous  good  record.  The 
amount  of  tardiness  has  also  increased  particularly  in 
the  upper  grades  where  it  averages  6.4  per  pupil.  This 
is  far  too  high  and  every  effort  should  be  made  by  par- 
ents and  teachers  to  see  that  pupils  reach  school  in  time. 
The  record  in  many  of  the  lower  grades  is  very  com- 
mendable. In  Hopkinton,  as  in  most  of  the  other  dis- 
tricts of  Supervisory  Union  No.  26,  the  number  of  pupils 
continues  in  a  steady  decline.  The  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  schools  of  the  district  was  250,  of  which 
one  was  a  tuition  pupil.  Four  others  residing  in  the 
district  attended  school  in  Concord.  This  makes  253 
pupils  residing  in  the  district  and  attending  public 
schools. 

At  various  times  in  previous  years  the  topic  of  school 
lunches  for  pupils  in  the  district  has  been  discussed  by 
interested  persons.  Under  present  conditions  there  are 
no  facilities  for  preparing  lunches  at  any  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools.  There  is  no  room  available  at  either  of  the 
elementary  schools.  After  the  war  is  over  and  building 
materials  are  available,  additions  providing  space  for 
preparing  and  servicing  lunches  might  be  made  to  the 
buildings  at  Contoocook  and  Hopkinton  Village  graded 
schools. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  continues  and  will  be  even 
more  acute  during  the  coming  year.  Only  a  few  gradu- 
ates will  be  available  from  the  teachers  colleges  in  this 
state.  This  shortage  is  likely  to  continue  for  several 
years,  as  four  years  of  training  are  now  required  of  all 
elementary  and  high  school  teachers.  Teachers'  salaries 
will  continue  to  rise  steadily  in  accordance  with  the 
law  of  supply  and  demand.     In  order  to  retain  our 
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teachers,  provision  should  be  made  for  further  increases 
in  salaries. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  teach- 
ers and  parents,  for  their  continued  support  and  co- 
operation in  forwarding  the  educational  interests  of 
the  district.

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The  enrollment  of  Hopkinton  High  School  in  Sep- 
tember 1943  was  82  pupils,  distributed  as  follows:  17 
in  grade  7;  23  in  grade  8;  14  in  grade  9;  7  in  grade  10; 
10  in  grade  11;  and  11  in  grade  12.  Only  six  pupils 
left  school  during  the  year.  Three  of  these  moved  from 
town,  one  left  to  be  married,  and  two  left  to  go  to  work. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  regular  for  the  large 
majority  of  pupils.  Most  of  the  absences  have  been  due 
to  illness,  or  helping  out  on  the  home  farm.  In  some 
cases  pupils  have  been  excused  to  help  out  in  essential 
war  work.  A  few  pupils  have  attempted  to  win  the  war 
alone,  and  at  the  same  time  get  in  some  hunting  and 
fishing.  Usually  these  pupils  are  the  ones  who  can 
least  afford  to  miss  school;  so  some  precautionary  meth- 
ods have  had  to  be  employed.  In  any  absence  it  must 
be  understood  that  the  pupil  is  not  excused  from  the 
work  missed,  and  that  he  should  expect  to  make  up  the 
lost  work  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

In  a  democracy  it  is  essential  that  a  school  be  organ- 
ized for  the  benefit  fo  the  majority  of  pupils.  It  is  also 
an  axiom  of  democracy  that  full  provision  must  be 
made  for  the  minority.  The  large  majority  of  our 
graduates  enter  nursing  school,  or  a  business  school, 
or  go  to  work.  During  these  extraordinary  times  most 
of  our  boys  go  into  the  armed  services.  Provision  must 
be,  and  is  being  made,  to  take  care  of  these  graduates; 
not  only  in  the  acquiring  of  a  number  of  specific  facts, 
but  in  the  development  of  character  and  personality. 
The  importance  of  character  and  personality  is  shown 
by  a  recent  survey  conducted  in  75  large  corporations, 
to  find  the  most  common  causes  for  the  discharge  of 
workers.     The  following  startling  facts  were  revealed: 
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About  10%  lost  their  positions  for  lack  of  specific  skills 
such  as  shorthand,  operating  a  machine,  English  and 
the  like.  The  remaining  90%  lost  their  positions  be- 
cause they  were  considered  deficient  in  certain  char- 
acter traits.  Among  those  which  led  in  importance 
were:  non-cooperation,  carelessness,  laziness,  lack  of 
ambition,  lack  of  courtesy,  and  dishonesty.  This  is  not 
a  school  teacher's  point  of  view,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
competent  business  executives. 

Each  year  one  or  two  of  our  graduates  enter  college, 
and  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  no  graduate  of  Hopkinton 
High  School  has  been  refused  admittance  to  college 
because  he  lacked  the  proper  courses.  The  mere  fact 
that  a  person  has  attended  high  school  for  four  years 
does  not  mean  that  he. will  automatically  be  able  to 
enter  college.  There  are  various  types  of  requirements 
for  the  different  colleges.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  to 
accept  pupils  who  have  done  good  work  in  high  school, 
and  have  the  recommendation  of  the  headmaster.  Ex- 
perience has  shown  that  a  person  who  has  been  success- 
ful in  high  school  will  tend  to  be  successful  in  college, 
and  the  opposite  has  also  proven  to  be  true,  regardless 
of  the  course  taken.  Some  colleges  still  require  two 
years  of  a  foreign  language,  others  require  two  years  of 
mathematics,  and  the  Engineering  Colleges  require 
three  years  of  mathematics.  A  very  few  still  cling  to 
the  ancient  requirement  of  two  or  three  years  of  Latin, 
and  three  or  four  years  of  a  foreign  language.  In-order 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  large  majority  of  people  who 
wish  to  enter  college  the  High  School  offers  two  years 
of  Spanish,  and  three  years  of  mathematics.  If  the 
demand  were  sufficient  another  year  of  Spanish  could 
be  offered,  as  well  as  another  year  of  mathematics. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  demand  for  extra  courses 
in  a  foreign  language   has  been  very  small,  so   these 
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courses  have  not  been  taught,  due  to  a  Stale  Depart- 
ment of  Education  ruling  that  at  least  three  pupils  nmsi 
sign  up  for  a  course.  As  a  matter  of  fact  very  few  pupils 
wish  to  take  the  third  year  of  mathematics.  In  order 
to  take  care  of  those  pupils  who  wish  to  do  advanced 
work  in  a  foreign  language  or  mathematics,  the  Stale 
Department  of  Education  strongly  recommends  the 
"Correspondence  Courses"  offered  by  the  University  of 
Nebraska.  These  courses  are  supervised  by  the  local 
school,  and  credit  is  given  for  them  the  same  as  any 
other  course  taken  by  the  pupil.  In  addition  they  are 
accepted  by  the  colleges  to  meet  their  entrance  require- 
ments. 

If  a  parent  plans  to  send  his  child  to  a  particular 
college,  it  is  strongly  urged  that  the  Headmaster  of  the 
High  School  be  consulted  as  soon  as  possible.  This 
will  allow  for  the  proper  planning  of  the  child's  pro- 
gram, so  that  he  will  be  better  prepared  to  enter  the 
college  of  his  choice.  I  might  add  that  I  will  be  very 
happy  to  consult  with  the  parents  at  any  time  concern- 
ing the  problems  of  the  school,  gasoline  permitting. 

The  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  school  have 
been  somewhat  curtailed  due  to  the  war.  However, 
a  regular  basketball  program  has  been  carried  on  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  in  which  an  increasing  number  have 
participated.  The  orchestra  has  been  carried  on  under 
some  difficulty  due  to  the  small  number  of  pupils  taking 
lessons  from  private  music  teachers.  One  of  our  most 
successful  programs  has  been  the  dancing  school  with 
between  50  and  60  pupils  attending  regularly.  As  a 
result  of  our  dancing  school  we  have  run  many  more 
school  dances  than  we  would  have  during  ordinary 
times.  These  have  been  very  worthwhile  in  providing 
wholesome  recreation  for  our  young  people,  who  have 
behaved  themselves  extremely  well  at  these  dances.    It 
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would  be  a  very  wonderful  thing  if  more  people  outside 
the  school  would  join  us  at  these  dances.  Not  only 
would  it  aid  us  financially,  all  of  these  dances  have  not 
paid  expenses,  but  would  help  the  morale  of  the  young 
people  by  showing  them  you  are  interested  in  them 
and  what  they  are  doing.    This  I  know  you  are. 

The  school  year  has  been  a  very  pleasant  one.  The 
teachers  have  been  cooperative,  and  we  have  had  a  very 
fine  group  of  youngsters  to  work  with.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  four  teachers  are  new  to  the  school  this 
year,  one  has  served  in  the  school  for  half  a  year,  and 
Mr.  Babson  has  served  the  school  honorably  and  faith- 
fully for  fourteen  years. 

In  concluding  may  I  leave  this  last  thought.  Success 
depends  as  much  on  the  individual  as  it  does  on  the 
teacher  or  school.  Success  depends,  not  on  the  size  of 
the  school,  but  the  personality  and  character  of  the 
individual  developed  by  the  school  in  cooperation  with 
the  church  and  the  home.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  your 
School  Board,  your  Superintendent,  and  yourself,  I 
believe  that  you  have  a  school  of  which  you  may  be 
proud.  I  know  that  the  school,  church,  and  home  will 
continue  to  work  together  so  that  we  will  have  a  better 
and  better  Hopkinton  High  School.
